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INDEX FOR 1968 
The year 1968 has been like no other. For 
labor, it opened with a sense of urgency and ex- 
pectation. The AFL-CIO convention in Decem- 
ber 1967 again laid out a broad program to meet 
the nation’s problems and the January issue of 
this magazine presented labor’s proposals. 

But it was clear the nation was too deeply 
divided—over Viet Nam, over race, over “law 
and order”—to act decisively. With the presi- 
dential elections in the offing, much of the frus- 
tration flowed into political channe!s. Then the 
shocking assassinations of Martin Luther King, 
Jr. and Robert F. Kennedy seemed to make 
everything else anti-climactic. 

The campaign between Humphrey and Nixon 
eventually overcame the apathy and contributed 
to the process of the nation trying to find its 
way again, with Wallace a reminder that bigotry 
was still too much with us. 

This magazine attempted to mirror the events 
of 1968, the ugly and the hopeful, as well as 
present constructive programs aimed at basic ills. 
The year ends with a sense of relief, a new Ad- 
ministration on trial and problems still festering.
